fiztting in this, on the Managers or Com 
tifioners, 0, mot of that Time, who are 
not iuppos’d to be privy to, or Conniving 
at the Corrupt Pra@tices of their Inferiour 
Officers ; but ar the Ufage of the Cuflom- 
Froufe, as appointed by Law, to take Bond 
Wich Security for the Duties of feveral 
Gouds, where thofe Duties are large, of

I fee the Occafion there is for the Merchant 
thus to give Bond for thefe Goods; as for 
 Bxample, Tobacco’s in particular, which 
are certain tobe Exported agains this is 
Entangling the Mercnaots, meerly in Cere- 
mony ; and Idoubt not, but if the Iaconve- 
niencies of this Cuftom, of binding the Mer- 
chants one for another, where the Goods 
are certainly to be Exported again, were 
- truly reprefented to the next Parliament, 
they would appoint them to be rather 
lodg’d in Warchoutes, till they come to be 
foExported, as the A@ of. Parliament has 
exprefly provided in the Cale of Eaft-IJndia 
Silks, painted Callicoes, &c. which is rot 
fonnd to be any Iaconvenience, either to 
the Merehants or to the Queen, 
All the Laws about Cuftoms and Duties 
on Trade, fhould confult the Safety and 
fale of the Merchant, as fara’ may confift 
with the Szcurity of the Tax or Dues to 
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the Crown — The Encouragement of the 


great Wheels of Trade, by which Com- 
merce is cartricd round, and the Circulat’e 
on of Trade in the World depends upon 
them; Taxes, Duties, Payments of Cu- 
ftoma, and the vaft Revenue which Trade 
is tothe Publick, is all cais’d from the Mer- 
chants, who are the moft Valuable People 


ofthe Nation, ia that refpe@; and theres 


fore all Governments think themfelves con= 
cern’d to ufe them tenderly, preferve and 
cherifh them upon all Occafions.
